How Barnato Made His Millions. 
Tus Truss Story oF A WonpenrrFut Lirs. 
(Now First Published.) 


Aw authorised memoir of ge Barnato, written 


by Mr. Harry pe ome and published to-day by 
Isbister and Co. Ltd., disposes of many of the popular 
beliefs concerning the man, and exhibits him in 8 
totally different ph Barnato did not leave England 
for the Cape with hardly a shilling in hie pocket, nor 
did he resort to conjuring or play-ucting as & first means 
of obtaining a livelihood in 8. ‘Africa. Neither did be 
work in London as a costermonger, nor earlier play 
about ite gutters. 

His family was respectable, and in a humble wa: 
affluent, and by the age of twenty Pacoay had save 
upwards of one hundred pounds. Fifty of these were 
still in hie pocket when he landed at the Cape as 
Barnett Isaace in 1873. His sence of humour caused 
him often to give a kind of semi-official stamp to the 
fictions concerning him, ard this often accounts for 
their yitality.
